has been paid as interest on these 
notes. There are ‘two notes, total- 
ing $840.75, dated in 1886, Ac- 
tually this has not cost the town 
anything sincé the interest is 
credited. to the school. accounts, 
and subtracted from the amount 


tobe appropriated for. education. 


Back in tthe 1800's. lots were: set 
aside in each municipality as 
school lots, the income from-these 
‘lots to be used for support of 
schools, ‘These lots were sold, the 
town hired the money and gave 
notes to the M. and S, fund with 
interest at 6%. 

Several years ago the town wish- 
ed to appropriate the sum of $840- 
-75, pay it to the schoo]: appropri- 
ations, and get the notes paid off. 
Legal council said that this could 
not be done, since the income 
from the notes must be paid to 
the schools each year, The only 
way the notes could be retired 
would be to appropriate the 
money and invest it, then apply 
the income to the school budget. 
If the income was less than 6% 
the Town would have to make up 
the difference. This would ‘have 
meant an additional $840.75 in 
that year’s appropriations, 

These are the only outstanding 
notes the Town of Newry has. 
Newry thas not hired any money 
as Tax -Anticipation Notes since 
the mid 1960’s. In 1964 $20,000 
was hired to help finance build- 
ing the Raymond Foster School. 
When M.S. A. D. #44 was formed 
in 1965, the District took over this 
note, In ‘the late summer of 1975 
at a Special Town Mecting, it was 
voted to anticipate two units of 
State Aid money to complete a 
project at Sunday River. Since the 
State funds for this purpose had 
been expended for the fiscal year. 
Newry hired the entire joint fund, 
$4,477.20, and paid it to the State. 
This note was paid off in Decem- 
ber of that year. After the begin- , 
ning of the next fiscal year, the, 
State refurided’ thelist: - portion,’ 
$3,411.20 to the Town. In 1977 
$15,000 was hired to buy a new 
Highway Department truck, This 
note was paid off in less than 
two months.

The Maine Turnpike, built asa 
toll highway, dependent upon toll

struction funds, was scheduled to 
become a toll-free highway in 1981 
when the bonds will be fully paid. 
A. bill to keep tolls on the Turn- 
pike won final approval this week 
in the House and Senate and is 
now awaiting action from: Gover- 


nor Longley, I did not support this | 


measure since it provides for sev- 
eral toll stations at various: points 
and I favored only one at a south- 
ern location. 2 es: 

The bill, passed provides fa the 
retention of uo more than#three. 
toll barriers. The exact lésation 
of the highway barrier and the 
toll amounts will be determined 
' by a future legislature. The mea- 
sure also eliminates the Maine 
Turnpike authority and places the 
responsibility for road mainten- 
ance within the Department of 
Transportation. Approval of this 
bill may require the state to pay 
back $10 million contributed by 
the federal government to con- 
struct access roads with the pro- 
vision that the road would become 
toll free in 1981. 

Supporters of this bil] have ex- 
pressed concern about removing 
the toll fees, claiming that the 
state gasoline tax would have to 
increase in order to pay the an- 
nual $4 to $5 million maintenance 
costs for the Turnpike, Concern 
was also expressed over the in- 
creased energy consumption, which 
would result from repeated stops 
at the barriers, Opponents object- 
ed to the bill since it did not 
specify where toll barriers would 
be located or the amount to be col- 
lected. Governor Longley has 
questioned whether retaining the 
tolls would hurt efforts to attract 
new industry to Maine. If he 
should veto this bill, a two-thirds 
vote of both houses will be re- 
quired to enact'the bill over the 
governor’s objections. 


The spruce budworm legislation § 


introduced to this session would 
remove sections of the state from 
.the budworm spraying tax. rolls. 
The House gave this measure all 
but final approval on Tuesday of 
this week, The Senate has already 
given its approval, and the issue 
, which returns annually to the 
Legislature, appears settled for 
this session. 

The measure, which passed the 
House Tuesday, exempts moun- 
tainous areas of western Maine, 
some coastal sections and small 
landowners in Aroostook County 
from the special spraying tax levy. 
To support the spraying program 
the states charges 35 cents per 
acre in flatland to about $12 per 
acre in mountainous areas, I ar- 
gued that allowing these areas 
to pull out of the program would 
weaken the entire spruce bud- 
worm control program and hurt 
the state’s forest industry,
